Duration of Service. 


1. The service at coast stations in India will be according to the hours notified for such 
stations in the Indian Telegraph Guide. Those coast stations at which the service is of limited 
duration must not close before they have transinitted all their radio-telegrams to such ships as 
are within tard vane . pices and have received from these ships all the radio- 
telegrams of which notice has been given. This applies also when ships notify their presence 
before work has actually ceased. : t 


Form and Acceptance of Telegrams. 


2. The form and acceptance of telegrams will be in accordance with the rules for Foreign
